CCCJ deals new blow 


to Drop-In Center

At the end of its financial tether, the Lompoc Drop-In Center project 
has been dealt another setback: a fresh, late round of state grant 
renewal requirements which must now be satisfied before critical 
state funding begins to flow. 


The new edicts, issued by the Sacramento office of the California 
Council on Criminal Justice, unexpectedly followed that office’s April 
pronouncement that it would grant second year funding for the 
Lompoc teen counseling project, which agency Assistant Fiscal 
Officer Bob Dailey at that time called ‘a damn good one.” 
Now in turning down at least three applications for already 
budgeted second year funding, CCCJ has made the following new 
funding requirements: 


—The Agency now insists that the center be open from 4 p.m. until 
midnight, instead of during daylight hours, and that it remain open “ a 
minimum of two weekends a month regardless of traffic.” Drop-In 
Center Director Lew Copeland terms this requirement “ really 
ridiculous” and “ unfeasible” since, he says, a maximum traffic of 
kids utilizes the center during the daylight hours from high schools. 
“ I think their (CCCJ’s) idea is that we re trying to run a recreation 
center,’ he reacted. “ What we re really trying to do is run a sheltered 
environment where kids can be counselled. Our experience shows that 
kids don’t come into the center in the evening... I think kids should be 
home after 10 or midnight.' Copeland added that opening on weekends 
doesn’t present a problem but that few teens would come. 


—CCCJ now requires that Hotline be open on a specific schedule of 
operation, probably with 24 hour availability in case of crisis. 
—CCCJ’s Central Coast Regional office has opined that the proposed 
second year project does not provide for adequate means of evaluating 
its success or failure. 
The wave of new requirements comes at a bleak financial juncture 
for the busy local teen project. Copeland states that, though the 
August $130 monthly rent for the project’s West Walnut Avenue home 
has been paid, he was last paid for July. 


A $2,500 advance to the project from the city has been depleted, 
having kept the center aloat during June and July after the project 
survived May on funds from local P.T.A. units and a grant from the 
Santa Barbara County Drug Abuse Intervention Project. 
With promised state funds still logjammed in Sacramento 
administrative chambers, the center will now have to go begging 
again for additional local interim funding to survive. A Wednesday 
City Hall meeting of the Lompoc Drug Abuse Coordinating Council at 
1 p.m. will confront this crisis. 
The new funding requirement broadside also ironically comes at a 
time when the CCCJ Sacramento office has announced that it has 
returned some $4.5 million in federal crime- fighting funds because it 
was “ unable to spend the money.” 
Bernard Donnally, CCCJ Deputy Director, said Sunday that the 
money was returned to the federal government because local agencies 
were not able to spend it “ as a result of problems in administering 
their projects. “ The federal grant to the agency was $33 million during 
the past fiscal year.

proposals before the end of the year.

Nixon 
submitted

The presidential message was 
Nixon's third thrust in less than a 
week to nudge Congress on his 
programs.

conference statement Wednesday 
and a radio address Sunday in which 
he took his case to the people. 
On inflation—which members of 
Congress said they had learned is 
the No. 1 issue in the minds of the 
public —the 
President 
said: 
“ Americans

And they want every possible step 
taken now—not a year from now or 
in the next session of the Congress.” 
Nixon said that “ in the spirit of 
responsible cooperation which must 
prevail between the executive and 
the Congress if we are to make

hammering out modifications’’ in 
disputed legislation 
He stressed at the same time that 
he would continue to fight any 
moves by the Democratic controlled

“ The problems of the nation are 
pressing, and our elected leaders 
must rise to the occasion,’’ he said

decide whether the public interest 
would best be served by keeping 
presidential 
conversations 
confidential. 
“ As recently as a year ago such a 
ruling 
would 
have 
been 
unthinkable,” the brief said. 
“ The universal view of the legal 
community ... was that the courts 
lack the power to substitute their 
judgment for that of the President 
on an issue of this kind and that they 
lack power to compel a President to 
make production,” the brief said. 
The presidential lawyers said the 
clamor over the Watergate affair 
had created a climate in which long 
established constitutional principles 
were in danger of being violated. 
They urged the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia 
to make its judgment “ in calmness 
and not (be) moved by the passions 
of the moment” upholding the Presi­ 
dent’s 
right 
to 
maintain 
the 
confidentiality of his office. 


“ It is no exaggeration to say that 
the revelations of Watergate have so 
sharpened the public appetite for 
more revelations that the claim of a 
presidential right and responsibility 
under the Constitution to maintain 
the confidentiality of presidential 
conversations must run the gamut of 
a broadly held ... sentiment that the 
claim 
is 
probably 
unjust 
and 
therefore presumably unsound,” the 
brief said. 


“ The hydraulic force arising out 
of that sordid and unhappy episode 
has led men of great distinction to 
suppose that the Constitution means 
something different today than it 
meant throughout all of our history 
and to contend that the need to 
exhaust every avenue of factual 
inquiry concerning Watergate ranks 
so high in our national priorities that 
it must be served even if the cost is 
to impair markedly the ability of 
every President of the United States 
from this time forward to perform 


the constitutional duties vested in 
him.” 
Sirica, chief judge of the federal 
district 
court 
in 
Washington, 
ordered the White House to produce 
for his 
perusal 
nine 
tapes 
in 
question Nixon had made clear in 
advance that he would oppose this 
“ in camera” inspection of the tapes 
—that is, in the judge’s chambers 
—as well as turning the tapes over 
directly to the Watergate grand jury 


Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox 
was not satisfied with the ruling 
completely and has asked for a 
modification aimed at trying to 


make sure the grand jury gets the 
tapes. Sirica had said that after 
listening to them, he might not turn 


them over to the grand jury if he felt 
they contained sensitive matter on 
other subjects that he felt the jurors 
should not hear

Akron, Ohio (UPI ) — Tom Weiskopf’s earnings for the 
year are past the $300,000 mark now, but the reason he 
beat Jack Nicklaus to win the World Series of Golf had 
nothing to do with money. 
Weiskopf put it best when someone asked him what 
was most important about his sixth tournament victory 
of the year. It’s called pride. 


“ It was very much of a personal goal for me,” he said. 
“ I just thought. I’ve had such a tremendous year, and 
it would mean so much to me if I could beat Jack, who’s 
the greatest player in the game ...I really wanted to beat 
him . and I think that was the difference of why I played 
good.” 
Weiskopf did that, holding off a superlative charge by 


the Golden Bear, shooting a four-under-par 66 and 
collecting the $50,000 winner s check with a 36-hole total 
of 137.

The dog problem 


Dr. Joseph Nardo, County health officer 
who has the sideline job of heading the 
County’s animal control division, had 
some rather harsh criticism before the 
Board of Supervisors of the present animal 
control policies of the County. 


Dr. Nardo claims that the situation is 
practically out of control and he urges 
some extremely strong measures to cope 
with the situation — such as a $50 dog 
license instead of the present $4 cost. 


Obviously, the problem is a basic one — 
the animal population keeps rising and 
rising and it really doesn’t have to. There 
are measures that the responsible pet 
owner can 
take 
that would 
greatly 
contribute toward reducing or at least 
maintaining a level animal population. The

problem is, most pet owners appear to be 
extremely irresponsible in this regard. 
Dr. 
Nardo strongly hints that any 
positive measures to be taken must 
include the sterilization of the pets, both 
male and female. Free sterilization clinics 
or at least a cut-rate clinic, are being 
studied as one avenue toward alleviating 
the problem. In Santa Maria, the animal 
control shelter currently spays females 
that are found loose and attempts to get 
commitments from owners who reclaim 
their dogs to do the same. 
The supervisors have turned the whole 
problem now over the County veterinarian 
for a study and report. Meanwhile, until 
some drastic action is taken, pet owners 
should attempt to be more responsible in 
doing their part to clear up this problem. 


Hail solution 


MEXICO CITY - A quarrel that 
has gone on for 12 years over the 
waters of the Colorado river has 
been resolved on terms that the 
Mexican government could accept 
with honor. Putting an end to this 
long-festering sore comes as a 
remedy for the troubled relationship 
between the United States and the 
neighbor to the south. 


The announcement coincided — 
and it was more than a coincidence 
— with President Luis Echeverria’s 
annual state of the Union message. 
Delivered 
in person before the 
congress and carried on television 
throughout the country, it is a three- 
hour report on every aspect of the 
past year. With invited guests from 
around the world it is made into an 
event of the first importance. 
When 
President 
Echeverria in the 
course of his speech 
told Congress that 
M exico 
would 
receive “ water of 
the Colorado river 
in the amount and 
quality 
we 
have 
“ 
demanded 
for 
12 
years,” 
thereby 
insuring 
the 
"permanent and 
definitive solution of the salinity 
problem in the Mexicali valley,” he 
drew a standing ovation and lengthy 
applause. He called it a “ promising 
sign in our relations with the United 
States.” 


The salt content of Colorado, 
resulting from extensive irrigation 
projects on the American side of the 
border, reduced normally fertile 
land in the Mexicali valley to a 
waste. It was typical of so much that 
generates

of

powerful neighbor on the north This 
was no calculated hurt but rather a 
matter of indifference. We were 
simply doing what came naturally 
on our side of the border

This was during the 
meeting of the United Nations 
Security Council in Panama when an 
American veto blocked a resolution 
to abolish the zone adjacent to the 
canal governed bv American forces. 


One of Echeverria’s consistent 
goals is to strengthen ties with the 
third world. Unitl the tragedy of the 
floods 
and 
the 
widespread 
destruction of the earthquake in 
central Mexico the President had 
himself considered going to the 
Assembly of the Third World powers 
in Algiers. Instead he sent his 
foreign minister, Emilio 0. Rabasa, 
to represent his government at a 
conclave zeroing in perialism and 
the great divide between the rich 
nations and the poor nations. 
For many Americans who see 


Mexico 
as 
a 
romantic 
tourist 
attraction, somewhere down there 
south of the border, it comes as a 
surprise 
that 
there 
should 
be 
identity with Chile and Egypt and 
Algeria. Tidying up Colorado river 
was one way to show that the United 
States 
does 
understand 
the 
problems of Mexico as a third world 
country. 
A great many people worked on 
the Colorado river agreement. The 
retiring secretary of state, William 
P Rogers, devoted not a little of his 
time and effort to it. Former 
Attorney General Robert Brownell 
was made special ambassador for 
the 
negotiation, 
and 
he 
made 
repeated trips to Mexico to confer 
with his opposite numbers here. 
At the climax, only three days 
after he was named as Rogers’ 
successor, 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger 
arrived in Mexico City. Ostensibly, 
he came to attend Rabasa s 25th 
wedding anniversary, an invitation 
he had accepted long ago. At a press 
conference later Rabasa credited 
President Nixon’s security affairs 
adviser with providing a major 
contributing force in reaching the 
final solution. 
During World War II the G.I.s’ 
favorite graffiti was “ Kilroy Was 
Here,” written up in the most 
improbable places sometimes far in 
advance on the front line. With the 
new secretary of state in full swing 
it will be “ Kissinger Was Here.”

program.

People sometimes tend to be 
deeply disturbed by public legal 
fights, tend to believe that they 
indicate 
that 
society’s 
orderly 
processes have broken down into 
only 
hostile 
and 
time-wasting 
conflict, expensive to both the public 
and the participants and worthwhile 
only to the eventual winner. 
A shapely case for the contrary 
can be made with Pacific Gas and 
Electric’s Diablo Canyon nuclear 
power plant as an example. 
Work 
began on 
the $665 million, two 
million 
kilowatt, 
two unit station in 
1968, just on the eve 
of 
a 
salvo 
of 
environmental 
legislation, 
initia­ 
tives and court rul 
ings which were to 
embroil the utility 
in almost continual 
environmental 
litigation. 
As 
it 
stands 
environmental hearing 
will get underway in San Luis on 
September 17, one of the last of the 
plant’s volumes of environmental 
reviews. Still, with unit one 75 per 
cent and unit two 35 per cent 
complete, the utility has yet to be 
granted an operating license from 
the atomic Energy Commission 
allowing nuclear fuel to be put into 
use for power generation Before 
this: doubtless more hearings and 
more litigation. 
And while the entire legal minuet 
has gone on, partially due to yet 
another court ruling, construction at 
the site, the state’s third largest 
current project, has continued. 
Rumors of stand-downs brought 
on 
by 
the 
wild-eved 
environ­ 
mentalists have spread like wildfire 
through the lunch-pailed and hard- 
hated ranks of the 1,700 employes 
toiling for some 20 contractors to 
complete the site, utility spokesmen 
say. 
On another day, rumors that the 
power 
crisis 
may 
force 
the 
construction of two more of the 
site’s 
six 
total 
possible 
units 
spread just as fast. 
An opinion held even by some 
environmentalists has it that no 
brand of legal action could not stop 
Diablo Canyon now. 


So who benefits from all the legal 
hassles? 
The pro-atomic power faithful 
some of them, frequently grant 
opposition environmentalists all the 
idealism and honest social concern 
of 
Kamakazi 
suicide 
divers 
Obstructionism, they think, could be 
the only objective. 
But, 
without 
going 
into 
oi 
expressing a judgment on all the 
merits, its true that PG&E, by theii 
own eager description, has financed 
archaeological work at the site, 
gone to expense to install power 
towers so that they wouldn’t cause 
hillside 
erosion 
and 
financed 
oceanographic studies of the Diablrs 
cove into which heated discharge 
water from the plant will flow. 
It may be unkind to suggest that 
the utility wouldn't have taken these 
and other similar steps if they didn’t 
have a “ public relations problem” 
at Diablo, but it wouldn't be out of 
the question. 
Also a likely product of the 
litigation is a new scrutiny by 
private, state and, doubtless, PG&E 
biologists of the large abalone 
population just seaward of Diablo 
Cove, said to be the largest single 
abalone germinating area on the 
central coast. 
On the heels of Diablo and similar 
environmental litigation comes a 
new state regulation (which may not 
effect units one or two) limiting the 
seawater heating, caused by atomic 
power 
plant 
coolant 
water 
discharge, also in the interests of 
the marine environment. 
PG&E says they'll be glad to 
comply with the new law and, 
partially because of it, are also 
looking into cooling future plants 
with closed cycle coolant systems 
and 
with 
treated 
municipal 
wastewater. 
Either 
of 
these 
procedures would put some present 
marine environmental questions to 
rest. 
Litigation challenging the utility's 
figures on atomic plant and waste 
safety 
and 
the 
availability 
of 
alternative 
power 
sources 
also 
keeps these questions open before 
the public and invites new solutions. 
There 
are 
other 
public 
side 
benefits to this particular legal 
imbroglio, all also atributable to the 
presence of an ornery group that let 
it be known it was keeping an eye on 
things. 
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
